2. Applicant's reply has overcome the prior objection to the Specification under 35 USC 
§ 132(a) for new matter. 
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Response to Arguments 
3. Applicants arguments filed 1 1 May 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to Applicant's statement that Kobe et al. '382 fail to teach a skin layer having 
a top surface that is "continuous and flat from said first end to said second end," the Examiner 
contends that the top surface (24) of the skin layer (21) meets the claim limitations. Specifically, 
in col. 9 on lines 1 1 through 19, Kobe et al. '382 teach the stems (28) having a height between 
0.254 mm and 1.27 mm. Therefore, in view of Applicants failure to expressly teach a flat top 
surface or to ascribe any criticality to the claim limitation in the Specification, and further in 
view of Applicant's reliance solely upon the drawings for support of the claim limitation, the 
Examiner maintains the rejection of the claims as being unpatentable over the top surface of the 
skin layer of the device shown by Kobe et al. '382, the upstanding stems of which amount to 
mere surface irregularities.
